BELGIUM'S AGONY. 


WE ask the most earnest attention to the appeal on behalf of the 
Jewish refugees from Belgium which appears in the middle pages of 
this issue. ‘’he need of these poor stricken people is pressing, their 
sorrow is bitter. Men and women formerly living in comfort, men and 
women who have never tasted the soreness of dependence, who have 
held their heads high, and to whom charity, save what they them- 
selves dispensed, was a stranger, have suddenly been hurled into 
the direst poverty and helplessness. Driven by the inexorable march 
of a war almost unexcelled in the annals of military barbarity, they 
have come—a pitiful stream, old and young—to our gates. We in 
I:ngland, saved by our geographical position from the agony of the 
Belgian nation, can yet realise the magnitude and the piteousness of 
the disaster that has come upon these our comrades in a high cause— 
come, In Some cases, upon persons grey with years and the long-drawn 
life struggle. Wecan realise their misfortunes and show our thanks to 
God that we have been spared them, in the way that is most effective, 
by bringing swift succour. The cry of a dispossessed and broken people 
is ringing in our ears. We beg of our community to heed the cry of 
their afflicted brothers and sisters, and in the words of our appeal, to 
“make a sacrifice for those who have been sacrificed!” 

JEWISH BRAVERY. 
WITH great pleasure and pride we observe the names of a number 


of Jews mentioned in Sir JOHN FRENCH’S despatches. We tender the 
warmest congratulations. as Jews to those who have won so high a dis- 


tinction, for in them the Jewish race asa whole is deeply honoured. The 


oificial recognition thus won will be an incentive to other Jews already - 


with the Colours, as well as an additional stimulus to those who have 
not yet joined to lose no time in doing so where possible. Perhaps one 
of the most: stimulating items of War news for Jews is the annource- 
ment that the gallant offieer—Sub-Lieutenant MARIX— Who dropped 
the bomb on the Dusseldorf Zeppelin sheds is a member of the 
Jewish race. The same zeal and bravery which English Jews are 
displaying, however, are being manifested by Jews in the Iktussian 
and French armies. Every week we record cases of conspicuous 
gallantry on the part: of Russian Jews and the bestowal of decora- 
tions upon them, and the present week is on exception. 
A Hero- Rabbi. | 
NOR is it. merely the physical bravery of the Kussian Jews that is so 
notable; for they have shown a remarkable resource, ingenuity, and 
initiative, which are the best measure of the past folly of Russia in barring 
to them their ‘rights as Russian citizens. In Irance, one of the 
most pathetic narratives that have gone forth from the battlefield is 
that which centres around the heroic Rabbi BLOCH, of Lyons, who fell 
upon the battlefield. A dying Christian comrade, who had imagined 
him to be a Christian cleric, asked of him the last consolations of the 
Catholic faith. It was when, crucifix in hand, he was doing this 
last service to a fellow-being that the Rabbi fell. Such an: act 
surely marks the highest point of human chivalry and tolerance. 
l’urther comment could only detract from its perfect sublimity. 


RUSSIA’S NEW JEWS. 


THE address of the Russian Governor-General of Galicia to the 
Press correspondents, sent by Professor PARES (the authorised English 
correspondent at Russian Headquarters), and issued by the Press 
Bureau, is of the utmost significance to Jews. Two sentences in par- 

ticular are of grave importance. They runas follows: “ Eastern Galicia 
should become part of Russia. Western Galicia, when its conquest 
has been completed, should form part of the Kingdom of Poland 
within the Empire.” It is obvious that these statements bring us up 
sharp against the serious problem of the future of the annexed Jews 
in Galicia and perhaps in German Poland. If Eastern Galicia is to 
become part of Russia, are its Jewish inhabitants to share the dis- 
abilities of the Russian Jews? If so, a most grave question is opened 
up. The only clue that we have to the question is the statement of 
the Governor-General that he has no desire to compel anyone to join 
the Orthodox Church. But, as the present Russo-Jewish oppression 
would not be admitted to be animated by any such desire, it will be 
seen that this declaration does not throw much light upon the position, 
Are They to be Prejudiced? i ‘ 
_ AGAIN, the announcement that Western Galicia is to be part of the 
Kingdom of Poland—apparently the revived Kingdom of which we 
have heard—is not re-assuring, for one of the most deplorable mani- 
-festations during the progress of the war has been the sustained anti- 
Semitism shown in Russian Poland—an anti-Semitism which has gone 
on even while M. PURISHKEVITCH has kissed the wounded Jewish 
soldiers. For the Jews of Galicia to be associated with—perhaps 
dominated by—men of that spirit would amount to a very serious 
worsening of their lot, and we can sympathise with Mr. HERMANN 
LANDAU in the suggestion he makes, in the course of the very 
interesting interview with him, which appears in another column, 
that the strongest guarantees should be forthcoming as to the political 
status of the Polish Jews.

JEWS AND GERMANS: A GROWING DANGER. 

THE very regrettable incident at Ormskirk, which was discussed 
by the Board of Deputies at their meeting on Sunday, is undoubtedly 
disquieting. That a number of working men should: refuse to work 
alongside their fellows on the ground that they are Jews reveals a state 
of mind the ugliness of which it would be futile to. minimise. At the 
same time reports have reached this office of riots threatened AgAINSL 
Jews in South Wales, and these rumours will not diminish the natural 
anxiety which members of our community must feel. 
is doubtless part of the quite understandable 
But. as affecting Jews in. general it 
delusion that Jews must be Germans.

Petrograd correspondent of the Worning Post. in a despatch published 
last Tuesday, went out of his way to state that the Germans are profit- 
ing by espionage carried on, it is reported, largely by Jews. The 
most difficult species of this service to the enemy to detect 1s private 
signalling, which the.

Three of 
them, of conspicuous personality, have recently predeceased her, Mr. Benn W. 
Levy, of London, Mrs. Louis Cohen, of Liverpool, and Mrs. Norman Cohen, of 
Sydney. These, like their venerable mother, were remarkable for warm-hearted 
charity. Mrs. Levy was not without reason called by many “the Queen of 
Sydney, for her charity, not merely active benevolence but tender forethouglt 
also, was unbounded by any limits of acquaintance or community. No philan- 
thropic movement was heard of by her which she did not seek to support, and no- 
one, Jew or Gentile, could be in trouble within reach of her without her hurrying 
to send, and even in her venerable age to bring, comfort and assistance. The 
reverence felt for her was remarkable, and the affection still more noteworthy ; 
and these extended over vast numbers who had only heard of her. But to those 
privileged to enjoy her personal acquaintance there became revealed a saintly 
piety, which was seen to be the beautiful source of her unfailing benevolence and 
loving kindness. Her home on the Sabbath was a domestic temple. The 
influence of her earnestness in all religious matters was augmented by its associa- 
tion with a bright and cheerful appreciation of the merry side of life. Four 
generations of her own family, and a wide circle beyond her kin and beyond her 
community, looked to her with love and reverence, and with them the memory of 
the righteous remains for a blessing.

JEWISH RECRUITING AND THE 
10TH. COUNTY OF LONDON BATTALION. 


To tHe Eprror.—From Mr. ALBERT H. JESSEL, K.C., 6, Gloucester 
Square, W. 

Sir,—I am happy to be able to assure your readers, on the highe:; 
authority, that@there is no foundation whatever for the suggestion that Jew < 
are unwelcome in or are refused by this excellent corps, which has in it two 
Jewish officers and a large number of Jewish non-commissioned officers and 
men, as anyone would have seen for himself who was present, as I was, at 


a parade held on Tuesday evening of the new Battalion. The Jews in the 
regiment, no less than those responsible for its direction, much resent the 
imputation which has been cast upon it, and have, I understand, forcibly 
expressed their views to those to whom they can trace it. 


To THE Epitor.—From Mr. S. B. RUBENSTEIN. 


Sir,—In reference to the unpleasant incident mentioned in your issue of the 
9th concerning the recruiting at Hackney, I should be glad to give your readers 
some facts. | 

Some years ago I had occasion to discuss the undertaking of the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade, when still at its earliest stage, with Col. G. T. B. Cobbett. He made 
the following remark to me at that time: “I don’t know whether you intend raising 
an army for Zion or for Albion, but whether it be for A or for Z the object is 
praiseworthy, and you. have my good wishes.” 

I met the gallant Co‘onel the other day in the City, and, after complimenting 
him on his excellent appearance and fitness, interrogated him as to what he thought 
of our little army now. The Colonel, who is blessed with a particularly good 
memory, smiled and said: “ Well, I must admit with great satisfaction that the 
first fruits of your splendid brigade are cheerfully being offered as a voluntary gift 
to this great Empire.” ‘And as willingly accepted?” was my query. ‘Ah, now 
I understand what you are driving at. I am pleased I met you,” and pulling out 
some cuttings from the JEWISH CHRONICLE, he showed them to me and said - 
‘“You are, I suppose, alluding to this report.” I nodded assent, and before giving 
him a chance of going into the subject any further, I ventured the remark that 


‘I was quite sure:that so far as he is personally concerned, he would make no 


discrimination, and that all classes would get equal treatment at his hands. This 
did not quite satisfy Colonel Cobbett. He is not a person easily intlined to take 
things for granted, and does not expect other people to do so without investigation. 
‘Oh no, said he, why be so sure? You were somewhat sceptical some years ago 
when f urged the necessity of being prepared for war. Why take anything for 
granted what I say just now. No, you must come to our Headquarters and judge 


for yourself.” 


I made my way accordingly one eveniny last week to the Barracks at Hackney. 
Here I had an opportunity of fully going into the question of recruiting with 
several Jewish officers whom I found there. It was only after a good deal of 
modest hesitation on the part of Lieuts. Gluckstein and Solomons that they 
permitted me to make mention of their names. I will not weary you with details 
of the whole conversation that passed between us. Suffice it to say that both these 
gentlemen assured me that, not only were they themselves happy and pleased with 
the work and with the treatment accorded to them, but speaking generally, they 
asserted that there was very little prejudice, if any, in the regiment against Jews 
as Jews. There are, of course, exceptions. Some fellow, either through lack of 
tact or other deficiency in his character will manage to get himself disliked by his 
comrades, and whereas a Gentile when such a misfortune happens to him, 
ascribes it to his own fault or sheer bad luck, a Jew is at once inclined to put it 
down to imaginary anti-Jewish feelings. 

It would be idle to pretend that there was no trouble at all in the battalion 

with regard to Jewish recruits. Far from resenting it, the Colonel is pleased that 
vou, Sir, took the question up. It will help, he said, to clear the air. The fact isthat. 
during the time of blissful peace we were enjoying for many years the Territorial 
was a kind of privileged Amphibia, mixing himself in. civil and military quarters 
and enjoying the fun of both. Not a few of those who recently joined the Colours 
were still under this happy delusion. Things have, however, changed. . Hence 
there has arisen a slight disappointment. There must be no misconception now. 
The recruit who joins the Territoria!s has to join with the full duties and discipline 
of a regular soldier. Occasionally, also (fortunately very rarely), the Jewish soldier, 
quite unconsciously, makes himself disliked by being too demonstrative and by protest- 
ing too much. The Britisher will not be outdone. It is hard enough to put up 
with some cranks who boast of their ancestors having come over with the 
Conqueror, and we certainly have no admiration for a scion of David claiming 
descent from Boadicea. 
_ Colonel Cobbett assured me that neither he nor his officers have the slightest 
objection to enrolling Jewish recruits in his Hackney battalion. On the contrary, 
they are welcome, and will be well treated. If any offensive remark was ever 
made toa Jew by some unscrupulous irresponsible person, it certainly was not 
with his knowledge,

JEWS’ COLLEGE. 
WANTED: A BIG BROOM. 


: USINESS as usual,” and we turn to the “Cinderella” of the 
Community. The war has caused many a change in areas far 
removed from the actual scene of fighting. It has not mended 
the state of affairs at Jews’ College. A proper training school for the 

future spiritual guides of our community is, if anything, a greater necessity 

to-day than three months ago. With the welter of the titanic strife which 
is proceeding in Europe with its appeals to the. material instincts of 
human’ beings, the spiritual side of man’s nature will have a_ long 
and a difficult struggle to emerge and re-assert itself. We Jews cannot 
possibly entirely avoid the general tendency that seizesthe thoughtsand minds 
and souls of men and women among whom we live. If Judaism in England in 
the future is to be upheld ina manner worthy of the tradition that justifies its 
existence much will depend upon the sort and character of the spiritual 
guides which Anglo- Jewry of the future will have at its head. The sort and 


character of those spiritual guides are dependent in their turn on Jews’ | 


College. Yet Jews’ College remains the “Cinderella” of the Community. 
‘That position would in any case be bad. It is tragic because, as we know, 
Jews’ College has so largely made for itself the position that the community has 


assigned to it.

These are not times when the very heart 
of the community, to vary the simile, can be allowed to be pumped ot its life- 
blood. The community will become more anemic than it is, if Jews’ College 
be allowed to weaken yet further. Just now, with the happenings in 
immediate prospect which the war is involving clear to the eyes of any man 

ho cares to see, the necessity for a strong and an efficient Jews’ College is 
pre-eminent. Only by.a strong and efficient Jews’ College can we hope for 
worthy spiritual guides for Anglto- Jewry in the future. Only if worthy spiritual 
guides are ensured to us can we look forward with any degree of hopeful- 
ness to the future of Judaism in these lands. | : 

* * 

There is no necessity here to argue whether the minority report or 
the majority report was the more likely to bring to Jews’ College that new 
life which it so needs. There is no necessity to’debate whether the College 
at its present premises in London or some premises at Oxford or Cam- 
bridge, would give it a better chance of recuperation. What is 
first needed in the College is a big broom that’ will sweep 
away the spiders that infest it and that spin webs of obstruct- 
ing difficulty out of the ill-will and venom which is within them. A 
big broom is needed to sweep away from the College those who administer 
its affairs with a single eye to obtaining a platform for the selt-advertisement 
of their own personal likes and dislikes. A big broom is needed to clear the 
College once and for all of the now heavily-discounted Kultur which, 
because it is continental, must, in the view of some who are responsible 
for the College, be good, while everything that is English must, because it is 
English, necessarily be bad. The spirit that dictates that outlook upon the 
educative activities of the College must be exorcised. 

* * * 

The first step of all others that-is obviously necessary is that discipline 
which has been woefully absent from the College should be instituted, 
There is in the College, and has long been, an awkward overlapping 
subsisting between those who should control and those who should be con- 
trolled. A clear cut is now necessary. Some of the evil that has fallen upon 
the College is that which was wished by a Rabbi to a community that had 
treated him scurvily when, as a parting message, he expressed the hope 
that they might all be Parnassim, There is a curious conglomeration 
of Presidents and Honorary Presidents and Principals, an_ eternal 
concussion of authorities which has left the College without authority. 
It is bound by scraps of paper in the form of resolutions, precedents, agree- 
ments and what not, which must be honoured, but which are being 
employed for purposes for which they were never intended, to 
the detriment of the working of the College. The most sacred 
of documents is capable of becoming a means of tyranny. In the 
hands of those whose supreme object is to impose their own will 
and not to conform to the will of the majority and the real neces- 
sities for which the document was formed, the most sacred of them may need 
overhauling. Where what was intended for mutuality becomes unfair 
resistance and not a drifting beneath an intolerable burden is the supreme 
cuty. The Community has been beyond measure lenient to the College. 
If the College does not now put its house in order, regardless of personal 
considerations and personal interests, the community will take drastic means 
for putting an end to the College. It is unreasonable to expect that the 


United Synagogue will continue to lend its support, much larger in moral 
than in matériel, to a body that by reason of internal discord is said 
by common report to be afraid to hold a public gathering at which mal- 
contents and discontents would be able coram populo to air their views. 
The public is not likely to countenance for much longer support to an 
institution that is poised on compromises constantly manipulated in order 
to cover up the real state of affairs that subsists. A body which can come 


to important resolutions, such as that affecting the majority report at ie 


meeting and knock the stuffing out of their resolutions at the next meeting, 
is in a wholly unsatisfactory condition, 


* * * 


The danger to the community of the College remaining as it is can 
| scarcely be overrated. The community is growing in size and is spreading 
itself into districts of the country which a few years ag , 
of Jews. In every one of those districts a prime necessity in the social 
well-being of our people in general is an efficient spiritual representative. 
Until Jews’ College is set in order so that it may turn out the best 
sort-of men for Anglo-Jewish requirements. the re-organisation of the 
spiritual forces in our community cannot be proceeded with. To 
make bricks without straw was found to be a hopeless task by our people 
4,000 years ago. To organise the spiritual forces of our community 
with our supply base in the condition in which we find Jews’ College 
would be a work, compared with which the task that. Pharaoh inflicted 
upon the hapless Hebrews of pre-exodus times was. child’s play in simplicity. 
To continue insisting upon the evil condition that prevails at Queen Square 
House, tocontinue pointing to either the communal danger which it forms orthe 
communal necessity that exists for a strong, efficient, properly organised, and 
properly conducted Jews’ College is unnecessary. ‘Everyone who knows 
anything of the community can supply sufficient arguments and to spare for 
proving the necessity fora thorough overhauling of the College, 
* 


o had no population 


Would it be impossible for a commission independent of the present 
governing body of the College to examine into its affairs, and toissue a re ports 
without undue delay, as to what should be done? The Committee that was 
appointed for some such purpose by the United Synagogue does not seem to 
havehad much effect. A Commission.such as here suggested might look like the 
liquidation of the College, but it might mean the saving of valuable assets 
moral and material, which otherwise will be frittered away unless some 
drastic operation of the sort is taken pretty speedily. The annual meeting 
of the College is to be held in a few days. It is. sincerely to be 
hoped that the meeting will not content itself’ with a humdrum 
statement, meant to soothe the public and to allow the. College to 
go on 1n the pernicious Jatsser faire which has been its undoing. If there 
be not spirit enough in the community to insist upon an eticient and 
properly equipped Jews’ College, if there be not spirit enough in the com- 


munity to insist that it shall_ be Jewish in the best sense of the term and not 
in the worst, then we had best face the alternative. We had best be done with 
the humbug of a Jews’ College such as we have. which being itself an 
organised hypocrisy is a fruitful source ot hypocrisy the com- 
munity... ~ By their fruits ye shall know them” is a quotation from the 
New and not the Old Testament. It is. hence, hardly an apt one to apply 


to the College. Bunt the ministry that it has provided for us is some 
evidence of the reservoir of hypocrisy contained in the College from which 
the students are forced to drink. That our ministry is as good as it is, is 
because the men composing it are what they are, in spite of their early 
training at the College. 


The times that are before us in Anglo-Jewry are fraught with ominous 
dithculties and dangers. Our best hope for counteracting them is the raising 
in. this country of an efficient, a capable, a worthy ministry. That cannot 
be done so long as Jews’ College is asit is. It is high time that the com- 
munity woke up to the evil under which it exists in possessing a Jews’ 
College of the nature of the institution in Guilford Street, If Jews’ College 
cannot be made better, then the community would be better with no College 
at all.. At least they would then know where they were. They would not 
be deluded into thinking they had an etheient training centre for the training 
of the Jewish ministry, when they have only what Jews’ College has become,

The Bonds will beto Bearer in sums of £20, £100, £500 and #1.000 
each, with Coupons for Interest at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum, pa a le 
quarterly on the lst of November, the Ist of February, the Ist of May, and the Ist 
of August, in London, in pounds sterling.

DISTRESS IN: PALESTINE, 


THE GIFTS. PROM. AMERICA. 


JAFFA. 
I note from issues of the Jewish CHRONICLE which have arrived here lately 
that vour readers are fully acquainted with the acute situation of our brethren in 
Palestine that has arisen owing to the War. The remedial measures adopted by 
the Anglo-Palestine Bank to deal with the currency question are also known to 
you. 1am glad to say that its action has been as effective as it was prompt. — I 
can go so far as to assertthat had the Zionist organisation, of which the Bank is 
the instrument in the Holy Land, existed solely for the purpose of aiding the 
jewish colonists in this hour of their distress, we should have been justified in 
exclaiming : Davennu. Herein Jaffa a tea-house and a soup kitchen have been 
e tablished, and a tea-house on a smaller scale has also been opened in Jerusalem. 
Thanks to appeals made by Dr. Ruppin, of the Palestine Bureau, and Mr. S. 
[foofien, of the Bank, to Mr. Morgenthau, the United States’ Ambassador in Con- 
tantinople (who has often publicly declared his sympathy for Palestine) splendid help 
as come to us through munificent gifts he has obtained from Mr. Jacob Schift and 
Mr. Nathan Straus in New York. <A cable from the Ambassador announced that 
fifty thousand dollars had been dispatched for charitable purposes, and that fifty 
‘housand dollars more would follow for the benefit of the colonists. This good 
aews spread throughout Palestine, and courage revived in the breasts of the poor. 
On the morning of the 24th September a large American cruiser anchored off 
Jaffa. The political troubles—rumonurs of war between Turkey and England— 
brought thousands of spectators to the shore. All were eager to know whether 
the warship had come to take awav American citizens from Jafta. A boat was 
lowered and made for the shore. And what a surprise! Mr. Wertheim, the 
Ambassador's son-in-law, accompanied by sailors, brought ashore four bags of gold 
containing £10,000. This large sum was conveyed by the sailors to the Jewish 
bank, Crowds of people gazed in astonishment and wondered at the “sight "— 
United States sailors—carry:ing gold to the Anglo-Jewish bank! Truly, a new 
page has been added to Jewish Justory, when a United States warship brings 
money to Palestine for the relief of its Jews . 


NEW SYNAGOGUE IN TRIPOLI. 

A new synagogue was consecrated at Bengasi (Tripoli) on the 19th of last 
month. Building operations has been begun as far back as the year 1900, but 
the edifice was not completed until the province came under Italian rule. General 
Amegho, Governor of Tripoli, who was prevented from attending the inaugural 
ceremony Owing to public duties, sent a charming letter of regret at his enforced 
absence and expressed his warm wishes for the growing prosperity of the Jewish 
community.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH MR. HERMANN LANDAU. 


HEN Mr. Hermann Landau wishes lightly to veil his identity he 

describes himself as ‘A Polish Jew.” Although long. since a 

naturalised British subject, Mr. Landau, descended from one 

of the most distinguished Jewish families in Poland, has never 

lost his interest in the country of his origin and in the fortunes of the vast 
Jewish population resident inthe ancient 
kingdom now divided (no one can tell for how 
long) between the three belligerent countries, 
Russia. Austria, and Germany. At the present 
moment, when the whole of Poland resounds 
to the tramp of armed men, and is shaken 
with the inferno of battle fury, Mr. Landau’s 
feeling for his atilicted brethren in Poland is 
more than ever deeply stirred, and he is 
following with the. keenest attention the. 
vicissitudes through which Poland is passing. 
The stirring manifesto addressed to Poland 
by the representative of the’ Tsar, promising 
autonomy in retarn for support of the Russian 
arms, opens up a vista of political changes 
the profound nature of which cannot at 
present adequately foretold. To a 
representative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
Mr. Landau indicated some of the

The most urgent. question which the Polish Jews and their brethren abroad 
ha » face at the present juncture is whether, in the event of Russia's promises 
being fulfilled, and the Poles become more or less masters of their own destiny, 
those Jews inhabitants of Poland, present subjects of the I:mperors of 
Germany or Austria, will not be politically worse otf under Russian domination

The whole problem,” he said, “bristles with difeulty. There is no doubt 
that from the political point of view the Jews of Galicia, and even those of the 
Louchy of Posen are better off than their brethren in Russian Poland and in Russia 


ioelf. On the other hand, their social condition in either of these provinces is 
certainly no better and is probably worse than that of the Jews in Russian Poland. 
Ia proof of this one may point to the fact that in Galicia the Jews are the poorest 
element of the population and have not advanced in any respect. In the Duchy 
of Posen those that get on at all do so through their business connections with the 
ovuer parts of Germany. If Poland as a whole is to receive autonomy these two 
rces would be absorbed and the great difficulty would arise whether Russia 
would give freedom of conscience to her new Jewish subjects. 
Attitude of the Poles. 

‘| should not feel easy if my mind,” Mr. Landau continued, “unless the very 
strongest wuarantees were forthcoming in regard to the political status of the 
Polish Jews. Judging by the example of Rumania and by Kussia’s own treatment 
of ier Jews, it will be seen how necessary these guarantees are. Many of us are 
hoping that one of the outcomes of the present terrible war may be the dawn of a 
brighter day for the Russian Jews, and a splendid opportunity is open to Russia 
to make a start by giving undeniable undertakings in regard to the Polish Jews and 
then extending these liberties to her own Jewish subjects who are making such 
splendid sacrifices on behalf of their Fatherland. As regards the Poles themselves 
[ must say, to my sorrow, that, from the time of Casimir the Great, the rights of 
the Jews, which were then all that one could desire, have constantly shrunk until 
at last the Polish population came to regard the Jews as a class in every way 
inferior to themselves, because of the legal restrictions which were put upon them. 


If the Poles now obtain autonomy and treat the Jews as brother citizens there is no 
doubt that a brilliant future would await that country.” 


An Industrial Centre. 

Is Poland a rich country ? | 

“Yes. It must not be forgotten that even despite the restrictions to which 
they lave been subjected Jewish capital, intelligence, and industry have made of 
Poland an industrial centre almost rivalling that of Lancashire in the north of 
England. The Austrian-Polish Jews have enjoyed extraordinary liberties as com- 
pared with those of Russiaor even Germany. A great element in the reconstitu- 
tion and regeneration of Poland will be the Catholic hierarchy, and a great 
opportunity is offered to them to inculcate that spirjt of brotherly love which 


Christianity is supposed to teach and to embrace within its orbit their Jewish 
fellow-citizens.” 


The Jew as a Polish Patriot. 


Mr. Landau laid great stress on the fact that in spite of the territorial 
allegiances imposed upon them by the political adjustments of the last few decades 
the Polish Jew is strongly animated by patriotic attachment to the conception of a 
United Poland. 

* The Jews in the past,” he said, “have shed their blood for the cause of 
Polish freedom. In the insurrection in 1863-4, large numbers of Jews sacrificed 
themselves for this idea, There is no lack of Polish patriotism in the Jew, in spite 
of the treatment he has received from the Polish nobility. Would it not be better 
for the Poles to encourage that love of their native land among the Jews rather 
than allow alien Germans to exploit their country and amass colossal fortunes at 
their expense ?” 


A Buffer State. 


Mr. Landau seems to think that from the point of view of European peace the 
creation of an autonomous Poland would be a very desirable consummation. 

“Poland,” he pointed out, “would act as a buffer: state between Russia, 
Austria, and Germany. It possesses all the factors of a political entity. It possesses 
a homogeneous population numbering some twenty-five millions and all the 
elements of commercial prosperity, including a coast line and an important. port 
like Danzig.” 


Sufferings of the Polish Jews. 
Is the war causing great hardships to the Polish Jews ? 
‘At the present moment the poverty and hardships which the inhabitants of 
Poland and especially our own brethren have to endure are indescribable. I have

received letters, via Sweden, of the most harrowing character, and the horror of 
the situation is intensified by the difficulties of rendering help to the afflicted 
population. Every country at the present moment has its own problems and its 
own miseries. Nevertheless, something should be done to relieve the unspeakable 
distress among.our people in Poland. Whole towns have been devastated and 
thousands of families rendered homeless. Food supplies have been cut off and 
there are no postal or telegraph facilities for carrying the cry of these homeless and 
starving multitudes to their brethren abroad. Is it not possible far the Ica to 
undertake some relief work .on behalf of these poor people? Iam sure that many 
of our coreligionists both here and in the United States would gladly do something 
for the assistance of their brethren if they knew that. the money subscribed would 
reach its destination and would be properly applied, as would undoubtedly be the 
case if the Ica took the matter in hand.” 

In conclusion Mr. Landau reiterated the hope that the Russian Government, 
when success had crowned its arms, would win the applause of the whole civilised 
world by emancipating its Jews both in any provinces which are conquered and in 
those vast settlements within its Own borders where our brethren have languished 
so long.

A JEWISH SOLDIER IN THE ALLIED ARMIES. 

Among the very last to leave Antwerp prior to the entry of the Germans 
was (Quartermaster-Sergt. Charles Isaac Thompson, of the British Colonial 
Horse, which is now attached to the 3 Lanciers Belges. Sergt. Thompson 
is a member of a well-knowr Jewish family in Manchester, and when war 
broke out was the first to join t’ British Colonial Horse, which was organised 
in this country and consisted of . 1 at one time resident in the colonies who were 
expert shots and practised horsemen. | 

Sergt. Thompson is the only Jew in the contingent. He is none the less 
popular. Some four weeks ago, Sergt. Thompson passed through London on his 
way to Belgium, and called at the offices of the JEWIsH CHRONICLE on the 
day before he left. On his arrival in Belgium, tracks were at once made 
for Antwerp, where the Colonial Horse became attached to the 3e Lanciers 
Belges, although permission was readily granted them to continue to 
wear their own distinctive uniform. iast Thursday, Sergt. Thompson returned 
to London on short leave, and a few days after was due back in Dunkirk to 
He was good enough to give a representative of this 
journal a narrative of events of the past fortnight, and recounted the thrilling 
experiences of the panic-stricken inhabitants of Antwerp and the deeds of heroism 
and daring of the defenders of the city. ‘‘ When we arrived in Antwerp ” he said, 
the town was already in flames, the bombardment having begun. The scene of 
the blazing oil tanks, the deafening crash of the enemy's shell as it hit its target, 
the sound of bullets whizzing through the air, all are indescribable. It was like 
going through a veritable nightmare. Those defending the town did all that was 
humanly possible, but little can withstand their wonderfully powerful siege guns. 
However, the enemy did not have all its own way, for our splendid Tommies and 
Marines, to say nothing of the Belgians, wrought not a little damage, I assure you, 
on the attacking foe before the order to evacuate the town was issued, | 

‘*T shall never forget the scene that ensued on this order being given. People 
rushed about as if they had taken leave of theirsenses. Valuables of all kinds were 
left behind, and no thought was given foranything but for the security of their lives. 
We had our hands quite full, and after we had ceased firing we were conrmanded 
to help in the removal of the sick and wounded from the hospitals. All the bridges 
had been blown up, and can you imagine thousands upon thousands using the one 
remaining bridge as a means of escape’? The stampede was horrible, but one of 
the finest things I witnessed was the way in which the wounded entrusted to 
British Field Hospitals were cared for and safeguarded to the very last. _ 

‘‘ Needless to say, large numbers of us became detached in this indescribable 
rush, and while a few of us managed to reach Ostend, for the boat for England, 
others found themselves interned in Holland. I was one of the last to leave, for 
during the final days I was in charge of the transport.” 

Sergyt. Thompson, who has brought several interesting souvenirs with him 
—including pieces of shrapnel, bombs, cartridges, fired and unfired—narratesa very 
interesting, albeit pathetic personal incident. A Belgian officer standing a few yards 
from him was hit by shrapnel and shot by a bullet, receiving both simultaneously. 
With his last breath the officer hobbled up to him, handed him his revolver, 
with the request that he should empty the remaining cartridges into the enemy. 
The officer also handed him his képi (helmet). Thompson told our representative 
that he ‘‘came.across a number of Jews in the British, French and Belgian 
armies, and the very sight of them made me feel proud of my Jewish birth. 
All were splendid fellows and, without exaggeration, fine fighters and game 
These. men are bringing credit upon our community generally, 
and are recognised by their non-jewish colleagues as most valuable units.”

They 
thought we wanted coal, and they have been sending a few coal-boxes over, but 
with very little damage. A very good joke happened out here the other day. A 
certain regiment were being sniped by the enemy, and they could not be located 
until one of our fellows, who must have been a wag, shouted out ‘ Waiter.’ 
Immediately about fifty heads of the Germans appeared, which gave our fellows a 
good mark, and they were soon polished off. The weather out here in the day- 
time is very fine, but at night time and early in the morning it turns very cold.”

LIST STILL GROWING.

PETROGRAD. 
Joseph Trumpelman, a Jewish corporal in one of the Russian southern 
regiments, has gained the high distinction of being mentioned in the general order 
of the commander for his exemplary bravery: Although he lost one arm, he 
begged his colonel to permit him to remain in.the army. His request was granted. 
Trumpelman also obtained the Order of St. George and the rank of sergeant. 
The Jewish soldier, Aberzgaus, also obtained the Order of St. George, and 
another Jewish soldier, Ziprinsky, was recommended for a high reward for remain- 
ing at his post though he was wounded, At Moscow, a Jewish volunteer, Israel 
Kroshkin, aged sixteen, was brought in a wounded state from the'theatre of war 
where he fought with distinction. The participation of this youth in the war is 
by no means an isolated case. Recently Archbishop Anthony was astonished to 
find a mere youth lying among the wounded at Kharkoff. ‘I ama Jew,” was the 
proud reply of the youth to the inquiry of the Archbishop as to his identity. Even 
the Novoe Vremya has paid a touching tribute to the Jewish volunteer, M. Mazur, 
who had invented an improved field telegraph and lost his life in an attempt to 
repair a well damaged by the Prussians. 

The wife of General Rennenkampf has visited the Jewish military hospital at 
Wilna, and distributed presents among the wounded soldiers. 

Among. the missing Jewish soldiers are the Titular Councillors Avigdor 
Benenson and Michael Shlinderman. The Kieff Jewish Advocate Frenkel, a 
Lieutenant of the. Reserve, has been killed in a battle in which he distinguished

Included in the contingent were 
from 250 to 300 Jews from all parts of the Dominion. Winnipeg was especially 
well represented, largely owing to Capt. E. Levinson, who personally conducted 
the 150 men of the Winnipeg contingent to Valcartier Camp. Capt. Levinson 
would have accompanied the contingent, but his bad eyesight prevented him from 
being accepted. This has also been the reason for the rejection of a large number 
of Jewish volunteers. There are many, however, who hope the regulations in this 
respect will not be so stringent in the recruiting of further contingents. It was a 
most interesting sight during the period the force was at the camp to attend service 
on Sabbaths and Festivals at the little Jewish synagogue in Quebec City, which 
was on every occasion crowded with Jewish soldiers. There has, in addition, been 
a large influx of Jewish recruits to all regiments stationed in cities or districts in 
which many Jews reside, and there is no doubt that future contingents will have 
an even larger number of Canadian Jews included in the ranks and also among the 
commissioned officers. 

I have before referred to the active part that is being taken by Canadian Jews 
in the activities caused by the War. Both in Montreal and in Toronto the Jews 
who took part in the collections for the Patriotic Fund did splendidly. In 
Montreal the Jewish team headed by Mr. D. S. Friedman collected abou 
80,000 dols. This was a fair proportion of the 1,400,000 dols. collected, taking 
into consideration our proportion of the population as a whole, and also the fact 
that a great many Jewish factory operatives are at present out of employment. In 
Toronto, the Rev. S. Jacobs; of the Holy Blossom Synagogue, has been appointed 
a member of the Relief Committee of the Patriotic Eund. In Mantreal, where the 


Jewish citizens take a more active part in all matters, we have two Jews on the 
General Committee, Messrs. Hirsch, and Jacobs of the Baron de Hirsch Institute, 
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Mr. Mortimer B. Davis, a former President of the Baron de Hirsch Institute, was 
the principal speaker at one of the luncheons given during the campaign for the 
Patriotic Fund, and is also understood to-be acting in an advisory capacity to the 
Finance Committee. At the above-mentioned luncheon another speaker was the 
Rev. N. Gordon, of the local Reform Congregation. Mr. Gordon's speech, in the 
course of which he alluded to the JewisH CHRONICLE slogan, “ England has been 
all she could be to Jews, Jews will be all they can be to England” (which was 
cheered to the echo), was a splendid pronouncement that fully expressed the 
feelings of the Jews of Montreal in particular, and of Canada in veneral, 

In connection with the reception to the Belgian delegation to Montreal, Mr. 
Clarence I. de Sola, the popular Belgian Consul, was foremost in the proceedings. 
Mr. de Sola was congratulated by the delegation (who enjoyed his hospitality 
at his beautiful new residence), on the excellence of the arrangements made by him 
in connection with their visit, Mr. de Sola has also been in the public eye of late 
in connection with the statue to the late King Edward, which was unveiled recently. 


He was a member of the Board which raised the fundsfor this project and carried 
it to completion, 


VOLUNTEERING IN AUSTRALASIA.

Those who are about to leave Sydney have been attending the 
Great Synagogue each Sabbath for the last few weeks, being called to the Reading 
of the Law, officers and privates alike, and receiving a prayer-book with the good 
wishes of the congregation.

THE LATE CHIEF RABBI OF LYONS. 


M. Abraham Bloch, Chief Rabbi of Lyons, who was killed on the battlefield 
while acting as Military Chaplain, had been previously for several years Chief 
Rabbi of Algiers. As a tribute of respect a service to his memory was held last 
month in the synagogue of that city. The service, which was most impressive, 
was attended by numerous Jews and Christians, conspicuous among the latter 
being the Governor-General of Algeria. A touching discourse was delivered by 
M. Léon Fridman, the Chief Rabbi of Algiers. 

News has come to hand of the manner in which the Chief Rabbi of Lyons 
laid down his life. He was in the midst of the fighting for the purpose 
of tending Jewish soldiers and bringing to them spiritual consolation when he 
was called to the side of a dying trooper who was a Roman Catholic. The 
poor fellow begged the Rabbi, who he probably imagined was a priest, to 
exhibit before his eyes, that were closing in eternal sleep, the symbol of his faith 
and give him his blessing. It was while holding a crucifix before the mortally 
wounded warrior and whispering to him words of comfort that the Rabbi fell a 
victim to an enemy missile.

THE REFUGEES’ PROBLEM IN RUSSIA. 


Striking Examples. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
PETROGRAD. 


One of the grave problems now confronting many communities in the Pale is 
the influx of Jewish refugees from the towns and townlets affected by the war 
operations. Some of those townlets have been totally destroyed by the enemy, 
and in others our coreligionists were afraid to stay, fearing a repetition of the 
Kalish atrocities. Thus, at Sapotzkin, the roar of the distant guns served as a 
signal for all the Jews to assemble, and, headed by the Rabbi, the community 
marched out of the place. In no case do Jews show any inclination to return 
whilst the Germans remain ia occupation. Wéilna and Minsk have thus become 
crowded with refugees, and all the resources of the communities are heavily taxed. 
‘At Minsk the synagogues were opened as temporary homes for the refugees. 

The urgent need for funds and the necessity for relying on their own resources 
is being fully recognised by our coreligionists. At Krizopol Podolia twenty-five 
Jewish “intellectuals”. are now working as day labourers devoting their income to 
the distress funds. , 

At Lodz the Rabbis have given 10 per cent: of their income to the Red Cross

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JEWS AND THE THEATRE OF WAR. 
(Continued) 
Galicia. 


Galicia, which is now the principal theatre of war in the East, has a Jewish 
population of about 820,000, or about eleven per cent.'of the whole. Until 1772 
the province was a portion of the Kingdom of Poland, and as such ‘the Jews of 
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Galicia shared the fortunes of those of that kingdom. Despite a very heavy emi- 
gration, due for the most part to economic causes, the Jewish population of Galicia 
has risen from 178,000 in 1789, and from 317,000in 1850. They are for the most part | 
settled in the towns, in seven of which they compose the majority of the inhabitants. | 
The standard of prosperity among the Jews of Galicia is, for the most part, very 


low; in fact, it is more correct to say that the average of poverty is high. The 
education of the great majority of them never passes beyond the Cheder. Never- 


theless, they furnish twenty-five per cent. of the physicians of the Province and 
forty-eight per cent. of the lawyers. The number in other professions as well as in 
the institutions of higher education is also.above the due proportion. 2 

Galicia has for centuries been a centre of Jewish learning. Its Talmudists 
have been renowned throughout Europe, and many a rabbi in Germany has been 
proud to acknowledge that he came from the Yeshibah of Lemberg. The modern 
movement initiated by Moses Mendelssohn has, however, not been withoat 
influence in the province. Among the pioneers of the movement there, wete 
Nachman Krochmal, S. L. Rapoport and Isaac Erter. The Younger. Haskalah 
also found many followers in Galicia, the best known of whom was probably 
Solomon Buber, distinguished as a man. of letters. - Other famous men whom 
Galicia has given to Jewry are the novelist Karl Emil Franzos, the orientalist David 
Heinrich Miiller, and the essayist Marcus Landau. Despite the influence ef these 
and also other distinguished men, the Jews are, and always have been, as a whole 
backward in modern culture. To some extent this may be attributed to the hold 
which Chassidisn: has over many of them, 

Maria Theresa, on thé annexation of Galicia, allowed the Jews to retain all - 
their privileges, including the autonomous government which they had enjoyed | 
under the Polish kings. Nevertheless, the Jews suffered some disabilities, for 
instance the prohibition on artisans of working for Christian employers and also 
the infliction of special taxation. Thé Emperor Joseph II. removed the disabilities | 
of the Jews of Galicia in common with those of the whole of Austria, and measures 
were taken to bring them into line with the other races of the Empire. He also 
took many steps towards the Europeanisation of his Jewish subjects. The era of 
Francis II. and Ferdinand I., which ended in the year of Revolution, 1848, was 
of a more reactionary character and several disabilities were laid on the Jews. 

The constitution of 1848 brought full equality to the Jews. In Galicia, how- 
e.er, they failed to get full advantage of the measure on account of the hostility 
c{ the Poles. The constitution was but short-lived and most of the disabilities 
“vere soon restored. By later measures these were all removed, but, unfortunately, 
n consequence of the opposition of the local authorities many of the measures of 
repeal are ineffective, and the Jewish inhabitants of Galicia to-day sutter from 
such organised anti-Semitism. 


Suwalki: Grodno. 

The Province of Suwalki, which has been overrun by the Russian and 
German armies until its fields must have been sodden with human blood, is’ the | 
northernmost province of the Kingdom of Poland with a Jewish population of | 
about 107,000, representing 16.7 per cent. of the total number of inhabitants. | 
The industries of the Province consist of agriculture, the manufacture of linen, 
woollen cloth, and hshing-nets, and the felling and export of timber. In all of 
these occupations the Jews share. 

Grodno, the capital of the neighbouring province of Russia, which lies on the 
eouthern frontier of Suwalki, is understood to have been the objective of the 
‘;erman army which failed in its attempt to penetrate further into Russia, Its 


Jewish population of 25,000 is composed of more than half of the inhabitants of 


the city. They iorm; however, one of the poorest of the Jewish communities of 
Russia. Many of the places of business, such as they are, are conducted by 
women. The Jews are believed first to have settled in Grodno in the fourteenth 


century and long before the end of that period they held a position of influence 
and prosperity there. The charter granted to the Jews of Grodno in 1389 is, with 
one exception, the earliest of the charters received by Jewish communities in 
Lithuania. This charter was repeatedly confirmed, on the last occasion in 1785. 
Nevertheless it did not entirely safeguard the Jews of the City from the misfortunes 
from which the whole of Jewry has at times suffered. 

In 1495 the Jews were unexpectedly expelled from the City, but they were 
re-admitted within eight years, and the property which had been confiscated was 
restored to them. Here, as elsewhere, the advent of the Jesuits in 1616 marked 
ihe beginning of the period of practically ceaseless persecution. The City escaped 
the murderous march of the Cossacks in 1648 and 1649, but two years later it 
passed into the hands of the Russians, who left an indelible mark -on the fortunes 
of the local Jewry. Then came the occupation by the Swedes, and the 


Jmpoverishment which accompanied that disaster still has its influence on the 


Jews of Grodno. They have never recovered from the state of indebtedness into 
which they then sank, although two centuries have since passed. The numerical 
pexponderance of the Jewish population dates from the end of the eighteenth 
‘century, when the City was incorporated in the Russian Empire. From that date, 
also, poverty has reigned supreme in the community, and blood accusations and 
other misfortunes have recurred with far too great a frequency. 

Grodno has produced a number of eminent Jewish scholars, notably : Nathan 
Spira Ashkenazi, Mordecai Jaffe, Elisha ben Abraham, and Alexander Siisskind, 
and among Maskilim the poet Issachar Hurwitz, and the historian of the Grodno 
community, Simon Friedenstein. 
Przemysl. 

Frzemysl, the Galician fortress, which is believed to be at present®suffering 
the riyours of a siege, was once the capital of Red Russia. It is first mentioned as 


‘stontaining Jews in 1437, but the numbers, relative and absolute, were then and

continued for many years to be inconsiderable. They had, however, been well. 
settled in the town by 1559, when the legal enactments of King Sigismund Augustus 
amounted in effect to a charter in their favour. They were possessed of a syna- 
gogue building, erected by two Spanish refugees, earlier than that year. The 
accession of Stephen Bathri in 1576 increased the privileges of the Jews. His 
reign, in fact, marked the opening of the golden period of Polish Jewish history, 

B | In 1605 the economie struggle between the Jews and 
the citizens, which lasted so long as the Kingdom of Poland endured and ended in 
impoverishing both parties, began. 

In the course of the Cossack attacks of 1648 and 1649 the Jews of Przemysl 
participated in the defence of the City. They played a similar part in the course of 
the two sieges which the City sustained during the Swedish-Polish War, and at the 
Battle of the San River Jewish regiments fought side by side with the Polish troops. 


_ But, as is usual in the case of the Jews, their patriotism did not save them, for the 


~ 


condition compared favourably in many respects with 


Polish soldiery quartered in the City occupied themselves in plundering the Jewish 
houses, and the losses caused thereby, added to the heavy war taxation, so 
impoverished the Jews that they were compelled even to mortgage the synagogue 
to satisfy their creditors, From that time the economic condition of the Jews of 
Pyzemysl grew steadily worse, A-conflagration which destroyed the whole of the 
Jewish quarter in 1678 was the culmination of their misfortunes. In 1746 the 
Ghetto was sacked by the followers of the Jesuits, and the valuable ancient records 
o/ the community were destroyed. For this outrage the Jesuits had to pay a heavy 
jademnity. Under the Austrian rule. the fortunes of the Jews of the city began 
gradually to be retrieved, and before the present troubles fell upon them their

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THE WAR AND OUR RESPONSIBILITY.* 
By THE Rev. MORRIS JOSEPH. 


‘And the Lord said unto Cain, Where is Abel thy brother? And he said, I 
know not; am 1 my brother's keeper? And He said, What hast thou done? The 
voice of thy brother's blood crieth unto me from the ground ” (Genesis iv., 9-10). 
According to a Rabbinic legend when Cain had done his murderous deed the 
whole brute creation assembled before God to demand the punishment of the 
malefactor. His foul crime moved even the fiercest creatures—the ravening 
beasts and the birds of prey—with anger and detestation. The legend expresses 
the horror with which deeds of bloodshed, especially those perpetrated by men 
upon their brothers, upon their kith and kin, upon those entitled to their 
mercy and protection, have inspired the human-mind from time immemorial. And 
this righteous sentiment has gained in scope and intensity with the. progress of the 
ages. Human life has acquired an extended value, drawn to itself a greatet 
reverence. Murder, we have long since come to see, may be committed with more 
delicate instruments than the bludgeon or the knife. The “ Thou shalt not kill” 
of the Sixth Commandment is violated by every process, even though it consist in 
merely harsh acts or words, that’ wears away the vitality of a human being, by 
sapping his happiness, his courage, his spirit. The brother, whose keeper we are, 
for whose life we are responsible, is our fellow-man, whoever and wherever he may 
be, seeing that we are all children of one Divine Father, members of one world-wide 
family. The brotherhood of man, the solidarity of the human race--this grand idea, 
set forth by implication in the text and explicitly in the subsequent declaration, 
“Whoso sheddeth man's blood, by man shall his blood be shed, for in the image 
of God made He man,” has taken faster hold upon the human mind the further 
the world has moved along the path of progress. This seems like a truism ; or it 
would have seemed soa few short weeks ago. But to-day we are in the presence 
of events which not only prove it to be no truism, but set us doubting whether it 
is even a truth. At this moment nations claiming to represent the high-water 
mark of civilisation are trying to outdo each other in acts of bloodshed. The con- 
ception of human brotherhood which we deemed so safe and well-established has 
been uprooted and swept away in the savage welter of war. Men, created in the 
image of God, have lost that sacred impress and been transformed into demons, 
Nor is this the whole of the paradox. Part of the tragedy of War lies in the 
demoralisation, not only of the combatants, but of the spectators. We read with 
equanimity of the slaughter of thousands of our fellow-creatures, especially if they 
are enemies, heedless of their agony, forgetful, too, of the fact that every life thus 
sacrificed means at least one other darkened and ruined. There are those who 
protest against the inclusion in a modern service of a War-cry like the Song of 
Moses, with its appeal to primitive passions, its glorification of the All Father as 


A GOD OF WAR, 


its shout of triumph over the fallen foe. But have they any right to protest—they 
whose hearts are chaunting a like pwan almost every day in these times? ‘I never 
dreamt,’ said an aged friend to me the other day, “‘I never dreamt that my last 
years would be darkened by this world-shaking war, and is it not dreadful to 
think that we rejoice at news that tells of widespread ruin and death?” You will 
say that it is human nature so to rejoice. Yes, I reply, unregenerate human nature, 
Surely this blunting of the humanitarian instincts, which war inevitably produces, 
must be unnatural. God could never have meant us to acquiesce in these horrors. 
He could not have intended, as His final aim, that the world should continuously 
fall back from time to time to the inferior moral level which that acquiescence 
betokens. Judaism has its clear teaching on this point. When, says the old 
Talmudic legend, the Egyptians were drowning in the Red Sea the angels would 
have broken out into a song of praise. But God rebuked them. ‘* What,” He 
said, ‘‘ My creatures, the work of My hands, are perishing, and you would exult !” 
And yet the Israelites, as we know, did exult. Is it not clearly the opinion of the 
Rabbins that the time will come when men will put from them their old recurrent 
savayery, and keep for ever the foothold of broad and tender humanity hard won 
by ages of moral struggle? I have suggested this train of thought, not to abate your 
ardour for the present conflict, or your conviction of the righteousness of our parti- | 
cipation in it, but in order to emphasise the inherent badness and enormity of War 
regarded as a principle. Inall the vicissitudes of this titanic struggle, in its reverses 
and its triumphs alike, we have to remember that it is essentially an evil, though a 
necessary one. “The conflict is not of our making. It has been forced upon us. 
on the one hand by the duty of resisting a policy which would deify brute force 
and destroy human freedom, and on the other by regard for the sanctity of our 
plighted word. Never have we gone to war with a clearer conscience. But the

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fact remains that we are at war, and that we are committed to the slaughter of 
our fellow-men, whose keepers we are. It means the swift and sudden reversal of 
the tide of progress, and the hurling back of the world into primeval barbarism. 
The reaction, it is true, is only for a time. The world will regain the moral 
ground it has lost. But it has lost it; it has been capable of losing it—there is 
the sinister, the disconcerting fact. With whom lies the main responsibility for 
this disaster, this rebuff to our idealism? We believe that we know. The pro- 
clamation of might as right, the insensate claim to usurp the function of Divine 
Providence and determine the destinies of the world, the arrogant intention to 
impose one nation’s will, one conception of civilisation, upon the whole of man- 
kind, the tearing up of the code of international ethics as though it were a mere 
scrap of paper—this, we affirm, is responsible. Therefore, as I have said, we are 
fighting with an easy conscience. But that 
3 EASE OF CONSCIENCE 

will suffice us, at best, only as long as the conflict lasts. All mankind will have to 
pay the price for the crime of this war—the guiltless as well as the guilty, 
the victors as well as the vanquished—so closely interwoven are the strands of the 
world’s fate. Let us see to it that we pay the price not only as a victorious, but as 
a guiltless nation. The voice of our brothers’ blood shed in this war will cry 
unto God from the ground. Against whom will it cry ?. Let us be able to say 
“not against us.” “Is this not certain?” you will protest; “we have not made 
this quarrel; at the bar of Heaven we stand absolved.” Yes, I reply, for the time 
being. But what of the years to come, when other wars spring out of this war, a 
monster begetting progeny after its kind? Suppose those wars arise without 
hindrance from us, Suppose we sow the seed of them by a craven disinclination 
to proclaim the duty, the glory, of promoting peace among men. No; now, when 
war grips us with its horrors, it is for us to range ourselves definitely on the side of 
peace, on the side of all the great souls among mankind, from the ancient Hebrew 
prophets onward, who have saved the world from going down hopelessly into. the 
pit, and to resolve that the human race shall be permanently 


PURGED FROM BLOOD-GUILTINESS, 
and the awful voice that crieth against it from the ground shall cease its lament 
and its denunciation for ever. There is need for such a resolve. Later‘on it may 
be too late; defeat may beget the desire for revenge, victory inflame us with 
a love of so-called glory. When an English professor, lecturing at an 
English college, can gravely talk of the beanty of war, and,bid us 
learn from the enemy to make physical force our God, we need to be on 
our guard. The one justification for our share in this struggle is the belief that 
it will put an end to such teachings and demonstrate not the beauty of War, but 
its ugliness, its brutality, its wickedness. This, we must vow, shall be the last 
war. It may not be; but the vow, if we are faithful to it, will acquit us of all 
share in the responsibility for this conflict at the judgment-seat of God. We shall 
have done something, as a recent writer has well phrased it, “for the soul of 
England, so that when peace comes again it will be a treasure unimpaired.” Nay, 
let all good men among all the nations join in the vow, and the ehd of War will 
be in sight. A new humanity will arise, with the mark of Cain effaced at last from 
its brow—a new humanity like unto the ideal Servant of the Lord whom our 
Prophet of this mo-ning portrays for us, whose weapons are gentle peace and all- 
conquering love. “ He shall not cry, nor cause his voice to be heard in the street, 
A bruised reed shall he not break, and the dimly burning wick shall he not 
quench ; he shall bring forth justice in truth.” It is a gracious vision. 
and Israelites we are doubly pledged to speed its realisation.

QUEEN’S “WORK FOR WOMEN” FUND. 
CHIEF RABBI'S CO-OPERATION. 

The Chief Rabbi has issued the following circular letter to all ministers of 
congregations under his spiritual control :— 

DEAR SIR,—-The Committee of the Queen's “ Work for Women Fund” has decided to 
make an appeal to Sunday school schoiars throughout the Kingdom for this branch of 
the National Relief Fund. 

I therefore request all ministers and heads of all Jewish religious schools, 
whether day schools, Hebrew and Religion Classes, or Talmud Torahs to civeulate my 
letter enclosing the Queen's Appeal amongst ali children. I would suggest that the teachers 
should kindly undertake the collections among the scholars. The Queen wishes it, 
however, to be clearly understood that such collections are to be entirely a free-will 
offering. 

The head of each school, or group of classes, should transmit the total sum either 
to the minister of the leading synagogue in eachcommunity, or direct to the Chief Rabbi's 
office. A personal acknowledgment from Buckingham Palace will in due course be 
sent to each individual centre of instruction where a collection has taken place. 

I shall be grateful if you will communicate with each head-teacher in your Congrega- 
tion on the subject and ask him to give this matter his earnest attention. Kindly 
notify me of any additional quantities of these appeals that you may require, or of any 
school or class to which they should be sent. Help as far as lies in your power to dis- 
tribute a sufficient number of these appeals wherever Jewish classes are held, and 
thus ensure in each community a participation in this national movement that shall 
be creditable to Anglo-Jewry.

THE MORALITY OF NATIONS. 


By FREDERICK SPIERS, 
The reality of our modern civilisation, at least as it expresses itself in political 
morality and the relations of State to State, is once more on its trial, 


to whom the belief in human progress was asheet-anchor in a world of doubt and 
uncertainties, must have lost faith altogether. in the future of mankind and the 
ultimate triumph of good. Even those whose faith has been built on foundations 
more permanent and universal than the idea of humanity cannot but feel alarmed 
and dismayed at the awful sight of a whole civilisation, professedly built up on the 
belief in a God of righteousness and on the teaching of one whom it styles the 
Prince of Peace, deliberately devoting all its powers and all its energies to hatred 
and destruction, ignoring as if non-existent those very principles of conduct with- 
out which human life would be reduced to the level of the beasts that perish. The 
most hopeful among us would fain find some eternal ideal that will hold us to our 
faith in things, in a world of “tumult, and trampling, and confusion.” This ideal 
we Jews must look to find in our Judaism, in the Jewish outlook on life, in the 
Jewish conception of God and the world. It was said of the ancient’ Greeks that 
they saw life steadily and saw it whole. We may sav of ancient Jewish prophecy, 
as it stood above the fret and fever of the world, surveying with clear gaze the rise 
and fall of kingdoms and evaluating all in terms of the Divine, that it saw life 
steadily and saw it real, for deep down below the surface of the life of the nations 
prophecy discerned the ultimate reality, which in the end -conditioned

existence and determined their fates, for life or for death. Judaism is but 


ROPHECY WORKING ITSELF OUT EIN LIVE, | 
and we Jews, heirs as we are to the prophets of old, are still the Watchmen of the 
Ages, standing above, even while we are taking part in, the drama of the life of 
the nations, and judging all that passes before our vision in terms of the everlasting 
verities, God and Justice. No phase of modern civilisation is more. chaotic and 
more unsatisfactory than the absence, even in times of peace, of an accepted 
system of ethical principles underlying the relationship between States. In the 
theory as distinct from the practice of individual ethical relationships the chaos is 
no less striking, but here it 1s largely obscured by a pragmatic makeshift borne af 
the necessity of conforming to standards laid down by superior physical powers, 
Leaving Judaism aside for the moment, the current theories of conduct will ulti- 
mately be found to rest on two distinct and diametrically opposed ethical principles ° 
one of these we mav call the mechanical, and the other the Christian principle of 
life. The former is, broadly speaking, merely the result of the application to 
ethics of the forces which rule man, considered only as a living organism, a product 
of a mechanical nature. These life-forces have a lower and a higher manifestation 
In the lower they resolve themselves into that struggle for existence and survival of 
the fittest which have played so important a part in the gradual evolution of 
the world of life from its simple beginnings in remote ages past. But in Nature 
who survive? Only the strong, the swift and the cunning. At a somewhat late 
Stage in the development of the evolutionary doctrine it was seen that the blind 
forces of organic nature were no pattern for man to follow if he wished to struggle 
for light as well as for life, and.we find Huxley, with something of the prophetic 
instinct, telling us at the close of his life that ethical man can 


rise neither by 
acquiescing in, nor by running away from, but only by

lower is the desire to live, the. higher is the desire for self-expression.

extreme form of life based on what we have called the mechanical principle, these 
two desires would be allowed to operate to the fullest extent and to the exclusion of 
any other consideration that tended at all to check the full play of these great life 
forces. It isa society so built up that Nietzsche has put before us as an ideal to 
strive towards in the upward march of the human race. A society in which the 
struggle for existence, for self-expression, for pre-eminence, will have uncontrolled 
freedom, is a society whose law is the gospel of efficiency, and it willat length evolve 
the superman, perfect in his physical strength, perfect in his intellect; but it will 
be a society in which justice means power; mercy, craven weakness: to succour 
the sick, to help the helpless, perpetuating the unfit; a society in which one will 
seek in vain for him that is poor and of a contrite spirit, trembling at God's word 

In extreme opposition to the mechanical principle we have the Christian principle 
of conduct; the gospel of weakness as against the gospel of strength. I speak, oi 
course, of the Christian ideal, as we find it expressed in its fulnessin the Sermon on 
the Mount—-the poor in spirit, they that mourn, the meek, those that are perse- 
cuted: these shall inherit the earth, theirs is the kingdom of heaven.. A society 
where evil is not resisted, where he who is smitten on the right cheek turns to the 
smiter the other also, where he who would take thy coat should also have thy cloak ; 
a society where you shall love your enemies and pray for them that persecute you. 
It is a society, indeed, in which physical welfare and physical fitness have no place, 
in which the end is not the future of the human race, but the eternal bliss here- 
after of the individual soul. It is clear that no system of ethics based on the view 
that man and the world are inherently evil can by any possibility be applied as a 
working rule of life in a society consisting of human flesh and blood. Once in an 
age there may arise a St. Francis or a Tolstoi ready to make the mighty sacrifice 
and to live Christianity in spirit and letter by renouncing all upon which the 
material framework of society is built. Let us freely admit that 


: THERE IS MUCH IN CHRISTIANITY, 
Tiam inclined to think, on its mystic, Pauline, rather than on its ethical side, which 
i every age has daily inspired men and women to lives of noble endeavour, but 
it is none the less true that to the overwhelming majority of the members of 


Christian nations the divorce between religion and life is complete, impassable, 
abysmal, and thus Christianity presents the astonishing paradox of teaching dis- 


-tinetive ideals which, if followed, would completely disintegrate the society 


professing them. If the ethical ideal has no relation to life, one result only is 
possible, moral chaos, and this it is that rules in the social life of modern western 
civilisation, which, to persist at all has had to adopt from sheer necessity a 
bastard form of evolutionary ethics, that pays lip-homage to Christian senti- 
ment, while allowing society to retain evils—poverty,. disease, sweating, prosti- 
tution—hardly less abhorrent than would be the moral evils of uncontrolled

4 moral development in international relationships, of the realisation of dreams of 
universal peace and brotherhood, while such a position obtains? It is the purpose 
of this address to indicate how Judaism, the ideals enshrined in Judaism, may 
eventually prove to be the spiritual activity that will solve, or at least help to 
solve, this great outstanding problem of practical ethics, the complete synthesis 
between individual and national morality. For in Judaism all life is one, and all 
in life issacred. The judgments“ no less than the “' statutes ” 
are part of the law divine. Remember how in the law of the kingdom (Deut. xvu. 
14-20) the king was commanded to write him a copy of the law that “it shall be 
with him, and he shall read therein all the days of his life; that he 
may learn to fear the Lord his God, to keep all the words of this law and these 
statutes to do them.” It is not a matter for surprise that statesmen of all times 
and political philosophers from Machiavelli's to our own, have acquiesced in the 
view that there must be one code of conduct for the individual and one for the 
State, or with few exceptions morality has always been governed by public law, 
and public law in the last resort is upheld by physical force. “Once accept the 
root-fallacy that morality must be constrained by external force—instead of 
proceeding from an inner impulse as is Judaism, ‘the word is very nigh unto thee, 
in thy mouth and in thy heart.” (Deut, xxx. 14)—the vicious corollary at once 
follows. The State knows no force external to itself, hence the doctrine immor- 
talised by Machiavelli, and made widely popular in our own day in the writings 
of Bernbardi: I quote his very words:.**the political behaviour of the State is

with its corollary; dominion to the strong, is it too much to say that for this are 
largely responsible the dominance and profession of a code of ethics that is 
inapplicable to the great affairs of natural life? The answer to this question is 
given by Bernhardt himself, who with characteristic bluntness, tells us that 
Christianity in good truth was intended to be a law for the government of social 
relationships and never as a guide in the conduct of international politics. Listen 
too, to these words of Father Keating, a distinguished member of the Catholic 
Church, speaking with full authority on the attitude of that Church to war: 
By promulgating His ideal of perfection, in the Sermon on the Mount and elsewhere 

our Lord does not bind us to foilow it pertectly; what He does bind us to is to acknow- 


tedge it to be the ideal, and to give it at least our praise and admiration, , , , The 
Gospel Counsels are addressed to individuals, and have primarily in view their Spiritual 


perfection, the acquisition by their souls of greater grace here and higher glory hereafter. 


E Now, although these organised Societies, which we cal] States, are as much bound by the 
nae Commandments of God as are individuals, because the Commandments are the expression 
Has of the eternal Jaw, and their observance is necessary for civil well-being, they stand ina 
te different relation to the Counsels.

These words are a confession of failure, and they warn us that that the time 
has come for new ideals to be sought, for new spiritual forces to stimulate life. if 
we would exorcise the demon of decay (2°32 NWA), which modern civilisation 
seems to bear within itself, and if we would make good its claim to be one of the 
great stages in the upward march of humanity. From what has preceded it will 
be gathered that no ethical principles of life can give our civilisation the moral 
substance which it lacks unless they fulfil two essential conditions: firstly, they 
must unify individual and national life, for if life be not a unity, stability will be

lacking, and all will end in moral chaos; secondly, they must put before life, the 
life of the individual as well as the life of the nation, a single purpose, for without 
this 

HARMONIOUS PROGRESS WILL BE AN IMPOSSIBILITY, 


and disintegration and decay will be the inevitable end. We have seen how neither 
the mechanical principle nor’ the Christian principle satisfies these conditions ; the 
former because it has no moral foundation and is repugnant to that in us which 
we feel to be best and highest: the latter because,.as it can have no universal 
application in an organised society of civilised men, it lacks the first of the essential 
conditions, it cannot make life one. Both conditions are satisfied by the two great 
principles which lie at the root of the Jewish scheme of life ; justice, the prophetic 
principle, the basic virtue, and holiness—Jmitatio, Dei—the priestly principle, the 
end, both applicable alike to the man and to the nation, both essential to the 
highest happiness and progress, whether of the individual or of the State. I am 
not going to attempt to define what is meant by justice, because I believe the idea 
to be one of those fundamental institutions which can as little be defined in the 


| spiritual world as can the fundamentals, mass, time, space, in the physical world. 


Therein lies its superiority as the basis of morality over any other conceivable 
ethical entity, even over such lofty principles as love or pity. For these are bound 
up with human, personal relationships and their realisation cannot be dissociated 
from human frailties and imperfections. But justice is abstract, absolute; to 
realise it completely we have to project the conception outside ourselves, outside 
humanity, into the perfection, the source of righteousness, which we call God. 
And ‘yet, abstract as is the idea of justice, it is none the less capable of concrete 
application as a practical principle in every relationship of life, There is no human 
activity, personal, social, industrial, economic, political, concerning which it can 
be said—here justice cannot rule, for if it did it would break down the framework 
of society. And what wrong wrought by man will not be righted if he will but 
raise himself to the heights and say-——justice, justice, will I pursue! It needs no 
proof here that 
THE QUALITY OF JUSTICE 1S THE HIGHEST 
with which Judaism endows God, because it is the very keynote of the Hebrew 
Bible, writ@large on every page. To the Prophets the one sin of the nations (apart 
from idolatry with which it was indissolubly connected) was injustice; to the 
Psalmists the one prayer, that God should come and judge the earth; and does 
not the Law tell us the supreme’ measure of a nation’s greatness; not industry, not 
commerce, not arms, not ships, not strength, not wealth—only “righteous statutes 
and judgments?” (Deut. iv., 8) If justice is the necessary means to the ideal 
life, holiness is, according to the Jewish conception, the end, the aim, which 
defines what that ideal is; but I can no more explain to you what holiness is than 
I can tell you what is justice. For the concept of holiness, too, is an a priort 
intuition, realisable in the Perfection which we call God and definable in terms of 
no other. So when the Bible teaches, ‘‘ Ye shall be holy,” it hastens to add, “for 
I the Lord am holy.” But, like justice, holiness, too, may be materialised in terms 
of life. As life may be ruled by justice till all aspects of it become unified into an 
ordered whole, so it may be invested by holiness with a purpose which can raise it 
far above the mere struggle for existence into an harmonious process of striving 
upwards towards God, With this purpose before him, with life sanctified by the 
consciousness that all its activities are but elements co-operating to complete the 
unkrown design of the Spirit which underlies all things, man will have that 
incentive to express and to develop the highest that is in him, which in the lower 
plane of life, life without this Divine ideal, only appears as a result of the deadly 
struggle with Ins fellows which materialism tells us is a necessary instrument 
of human progress. The apostles of force have taught: that war, the 
physical struggle of nation with nation, is a» moral discipline, an_ essential 
factor in historical development, that without it inferior races would check the 
growth of healthy elements. One of the greatest of them, Treitschke, would have 
that it has always been the weary, spiritless, and exhausted ages which have played 
with the dream of universal peace. In other words, war is to be regarded not only 
as a necessary instrument of policy, but as something actually desirable in itself, an 
ideal essential for national progress, just as to the Hebrew imagination was justice 
or peace. We are asked seriously to believe that war, the | 
‘DELIBERATE LOOSENING OF THE CONTROL 

which the spirit has, in course of countless ages, succeeded in imposing upon the 
flesh, the avowed return of civilised man to the long-discarded life of the beast, is, 
and must always remain, the means by which the superior nations and races will 
impose upon the inferior their “higher ” cultures. Judaism, offering as it does a 
substitute for physical struggle in a conscious striving towards an ideal—which 
floods human life with an ever-present sense of Divine purpose, gives an emphatic 
denial to this claim. Whether in the individual or in the nation, there is no moral 
quality engendered by the discipline of mechanical organisation and material 
efficiency which cannot be produced and developed until it reaches a plane far 
above that attained as a result of merely phvsical and intellectual effort, by the 
spiritual effort for sanctification, for the sanctification of all the manifestations of 
the life-process, which underlies every act, every thought, in the Jewish discipline of 
life. It is just this consciousness of high and holy purpose which modern civilisation 
lacks. This deficiency it is that makes possible the fearful outrage against our 
noblest instincts, which at the present moment is darkening all in the life of our 
day that is fairest, all on which our best hopes were set. It is not at all 
suggested that we should seek to Judaise the world as a necessary condition of 
moral progress, of the higher civilisation, but I do believe that in Judaism we have 
ideals of national life, in action justice, in’ purpose consecration to some end 
embodied in a Perfection outside humanity, that can point the way to a state in 
which, while the higher activities of life, the material up-lifting of man, the increase 
of knowledge, the struggle to overcome nature, the fight against evil and disease, 
will have the fullest scope for their free play and purpose, the recurrence of the 
insane savagery that we are at this moment witnessing, will be rendered forever 
unnecessary and impossible. These ideals we owe it to humanity to preserve for 
the world, to have them when it will; it is these which glorify our consciousness 
of our individuality, these which demand and justify our separate existence as\ 
People, 


JEWISH BOY SCOUTS. 


AN INTERESTING §CHEME. 


A scheme has been set on foot for the establishment of a Jewish Scout Con- 
tingent in this country to consist of Jewish boys who have been resident in any one 
of the British colonies. Lads whose parents may have resided in the colonies, but 
who have not lived there themselves, will also be eligible for membership. The 
scheme has been inaugurated by Mr. Louis Kaphan, who, in company with Sir 
Robert Baden Powell, has just returned from Canada. Mr. Kaphan himself is a 
scout who has gained a reputation in British Columbia, having been Assisiant 
Scoutmaster there of a company of 500 scouts. Mr, Kaphan informed a repre- 
sentative of this journal that he was the only Jew in British Columbia to hold a 
similar position, He is a native of London, and has returned to the metropolis to 
dovote himself solely to the organisation of “‘ The British Colonial Scouts.” Apart 
from Sir Robert Baden Powell, Sir Alfred Fripp is lending assistance. It is 
hoped that Jewish boys will rally to the call, and those desirous of learning moreof

ABOUT “OUR” WORKROOM, 


Amidst the holocaust of sorrow into which the events of the last few months 
have plunged us, with misery of homeless refugees our ever present thought, we 
are prone to overlook and forget pro tem. many of the institutions of the 
community which in happier times it was our pride and pleasure to support. 
Yet if we wait till “after the War” to focus once more our interest on these cases, 
the chances are all for their having perished in the interim—languished for lack 
of interest and support. | 


The workroom of the Board of Guardians offers an excellent example, and it 
appeals once more for the interest and patronage of our readers, that it may be 
enabled to hold up its head and keep busy at this difficult period. People must 
go on wearing underclothes,” exciaims the Superintendent, © however many nations 
are at war,” and onthe truth of this statement much may be hoped for. The 
workroom is one of the most interesting of places in which to spend an afternoon 
of mingled admiration and surprise. A large, light, airy room, it accommodates 
about forty girls, many of whom would be quite unable to obtain employment 
elsewhere. In the first place the hours, 9 to 6.30, are far lighter than those of 
factories, and then girls who work in the workroom are, many of them, obliged to 
attend hospitals once or twice a week, and this, of course, would not be possible 
in other circumstances... And again, the girls. have holidays on all festivals 
and leave off work early during the winter on Friday when the Sabbath comes in. 
The workroom is divided into three sections. 

In the first section the work is mainly that of making garments, which are 
made for charitable institutions and are supplied to several communal charities. 
Complete outfits are supplied by the workroom, who obtain also all articles 
pertaining thereto which they do not themselves make, such as boots, hats, etc. 


Section two is the department for all fine white work, blouses, and house linen. 
It is probable that, with the terrible desolation in Belgium, ladies will be unable 
for some long time to come to obtain the convent-made undergarments, which are 
at once so dainty and so durable.. They can obtain underlinen embroidered just so 
finely, and made in the very best quality of material, from their “ own” workroom, 
and, moreover, they can be fitted by the workroom’s expert fitter at their own 
homes fortheir garments. Thesame conditions apply to blouses, which are designed 
House linen, 
direct from Ireland, is marked with embroidered monograms, which ladies may 
select themselves, and the workroom has already supplied several trousseau orders 
with entire satisfaction. 

The ‘third section comprises the worsted and gold embroidery, ‘and this 
department has been very busy since the War began. A large order for hat 
trimmings, consisting of the English and French flags embroidered on velvet, an 
order from Cairo for eight dozen jerseys for porters, to be embroidered with forty- 
eight 14 inch letters on each, have been successfully carried out, and the Jewish 
Lads’ Brigade have also lately placed an order with this department. Much 
beautiful work for synagogues is done, and in this respect orders will be very welcome 
at this juncture. 7 

The workroom held a sale last June at the residence of Mrs. Albert Van den 
Bergh’ which brought many good orders, that are now just completed. What is 
most needed is orders for underclothes and blouses, which will be carried out 
promptly, and in a manner that we are convinced will leave nothing to be desired 
by the ladies, who will by these means be helping to keep together one of the 
most deserving institutions of the community. - | 


SOME SHOPPING ITEMS. 


_ Despite the times of war and tribulation through which we are at present 
passing, autumn has come, and has brought in its wake—besides the inevitable trail 
of falling leaves—quite a host of charming novelties in the province of Madame la 
Mode. True, utility has a large influence on the mode of the moment, but this 
may be accounted for as much by reason of the sudden change and drop in 
temperature of the last few weeks, as by any conditions prevailing on account of 
the War. . 

A charming costume is to be seen at Messrs. Peter Robinson, which is of wine- 
coloured gaberdere, the coat being cut loose, and is belted, while the sleeves are 
magyar when seen from the back but have a distinct raglan formation from a front 
view. A distinctive and extremely smart touch is added bya collar of striped chenille 
velvet, combining inany bright colours in a becoming manner. The skirt, like all 
the new skirts, is considerably wider than those to which we have of late become 
accustomed. The same firm are showing an afternoon gown in navy gaberdere, 
which, if it may be taken as an indication of future tendencies, proclaims the 
reappearance in the near future of a skirt which is as full round the hem as the 
once popular housemaid’s skirt. The model in question boasts the, to us, mammeth 
measurement of four and three-quarter yards in the skirt, and is beautifully 
tailored, having a smart bodice which has a complete Bolero effect in front and in 
the back comes into a point at the waist, like a boy’s Eton jacket. The fulness in 
the skirt does not start until well below the line of the hips, which preserves the 
slim silhouette, still so greatly desired. Large patch pockets on either side of the 
skirt add a seasonable military touch, and these are embroidered in aluminium 
braid, which is also used to trim the neck and sleeves of the gown.

The bright mid-day sun of the last few days notwithstanding, those of us who 
have been tempted by the temporary mildness to venture abroad for any length of 
time in light clothes, with insufficient wraps, have learnt to our cost how far the season 
is advanced, and the almost general “cold” is perhaps thus partially accounted 
for. It behoves us to delay no longer the purchasing of winter wraps and furs, 
which this season promise to be as practical as they are artistic and attractive, 
The present vogue is for furs, ties and muffs that comprise the whole skin, head 
tail and paws of the animal from which they are made. These fasten round the 
shoulders and form a cape which varies insize with the animal chosen. Certainly, 
they are far warmer, and cover a far greater area of one’s person than the narrow 

stole of the past. Messrs. Peter Robinson have a large selection which accommo- 
dates itself to almost all sizes of purses. While the sunshine lasts there is 
great demand for white fox, and certainly there are few more becoming furs 
espeoially to the youthful, than this. The handsome cross fox wiich has so 
voluminous a brush makes an exceedingly fine set and of these there are several 
excellent specimens to be seen. Natural -fitch is a fur of which one can easily have 
an “embarras” the result of which is inevitably conspicuous, and bearing this fact 
in mind Messrs. Peter Robinson have introduced some dressy little ties of fitch 
which have at either end a band of seal musquash, and, while retaining 
all the bright becoming colours of fitch yet are not large enough even to 
approach loudness. They cross over and fasten round the neck and can be 
worn at great.advantage with an afternoon gown. 
of which seems never to wane, buat alas it is very often beyond the reach of many 
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and it is, therefore, fortunate that this season promises to introduce to a large 
extent an excellent substitute, which while being just as silky and becoming is 
much less expensive, and, moreover, likely to stand harder wear. i3Jack wolf is 
so like black fox that, especially in the better quality specimens of the former, the 
difference is imperceptible, while the price is far lower. Finaily, Messrs. Peter 
Robinson have a large number of natural musquash ties and muffs which are 
strongly recommended for knock-about wear, and are suitable for school-girls. 
These are very inexpensive, and a large important looking stole may be purchasod 
for £3, while ties which are useful and becoming may be had for still less. 

Millinery of the moment has denounced all freak fashions and is as becoming 
as simple as any one could wish for.. Small velvet hats, largely of the “turban” 
shape and trimmed by single up-standing mounts, or in some cases ruches and 
mounts of the same nature, are thé almhost invariable rule. Messrs. Paquin have 
fortunately been able to keep in constant touch with their Paris house, and have 
lately managed to get a consignment of the newest hats over from Paris. 
A handsome evening gown to be seen in their salons is of black velours 
chiffon, and has at the back a large butterfly which covers the whole width of the 
back and is formed of iridescent mother-of-pearl, beautifully embroidered, 
Long tulle sleeves, finishing at the wrist with:an edging of brilliants, is one of the 
features of this gown, which is quite one of the newest of their productions. An 
evening mantle of velvet in sealing wax red, having a handsome fur collar and fur 
cuffs, is embroidered in gold,-and is fashioned in the wide cape-shape, with almost 
arm-holes for sleeves. 
Blouses are always an item of great importance to the well-dressed woman, 
and just now when the muslin and voile ones we have worn all the summer are no 
longer suitable, it is as well to see about a selection of useful and smart blouses for 
wear with the new autumn tailor-mades. Messrs. Gorringe have plenty of both 
useful and ornamental garments .which should commend themselves to a large 
range of buyers. For the sportswoman, nothing could be more suitable or effec- 
tive than the smart taffetas delaine shirt, which has a roll collar, that can. be 
adjusted either high or low, according to the wearer's predilection. . These shirts 
fasten with three large pearl buttons, and have extremely pretty cuffs fastening 
with one large pearl button. There is a large variety of colour, and width of 
stripes to choose from, and plain white or black shirts are also obtainable. Another 
blouse which is both inexpensive and dainty is of crépe de chine, with hemstitched 
collar, and has the long snoulder effect. Little crystal buttons fasten the front, 
and the neck is finished with a moire bow. These may be had in all colours 
(including ivory and black) for the small price of 12s. 9d. Pretty blouses of ninon 
Over ecru lace form an excellent substitute for a gown On some occasions, and 
many of these are to be seen all quite moderately priced. The same firm are 
showing some knock-about hats, velvet sailors, which are very smart for. present 
wear. These can be had in either black or navy, and are of beautiful quality velvet 
and of good shape. In another department there are to be seen some pretty marabout 
sets, which can be had either in natural or black. The tie and muff of one set are 
trimmed with a satin bow and tassels, and should prove very becoming to the wearer. 
For the hat of the moment, which requires but a_ single trimming, ample 
accommodation is made, and quite inexpensive are the wing mounts, which form a 
ruche all round the crown and thus entirely trim the hat. The wing mount i3

A well-known East End worthy, Mr. Thomas Catmur, has been interviewed 
by a local Pressman on the occasion of his diamond wedding, and many were the 


interesting tales he had to tell. One of the most fair-minded of East End citizens, 


Mr. Catmur has stated that in the moral and hygienic condition of this quarter of 
London he has noted “a great change for the better.” If I recall aright, this 
eentleman was one of the very few who consistently regarded the aliens question 
without bias or passion, as distinguished from the frantic tub-thumping of petty 
shopkeeping neighbours. Mr. Catmur reminds us that there were Jews in the 
district ‘even in his boyhood days ”—and far earlier, let us add—that he had his 
frst and only fight with a Jew, and that it was ‘‘a Jew cigar maker who presented 
him with his first cigar,” a gift that, one is happy to learn, brought no diseom{fort 
‘nits train.

LONDON UNIVERSITY ZIONIST SOCIETY. 


The London University Zionist Society opened its session at Jews’ College 
on Sunday, when Mr. Herbert Bentwich, LL.B., delivered his presidential address, 

Dr. SAMUEL DaicneEs, who presided, said that some might ask whether they 
could serve any useful purpose just now by having Zionist meetings and continuing 
Zionist propaganda. No doubt. there had arisen serious problems, problems thay 
were greater than those which faced them as Zionists. But atthe sametime the 
Zionist problem was part and parcel of those greater ones. Zionists for the past 
twenty years had been fighting to maintain those rights of small nationalities about 
which they had heardso much recently, and it was only right that they should continue 
their propaganda for realising the Zionist ideal. 

Mr. BENTWICH commenced his remarks with a reference to the death of Herr 
David Wolffsohn. It was a wise decision of the Committee of the Society, he 
proceeded, to continue its activities. Their problems had not been decreased 
by the war, but had, in fact, been increased, by reason of the number of 
new questions which now affected Zionist activities.’ There were grave questions 
which affected the well-being of people whom they had helped according to the 
measure of their means to establish themselves in Palestine, and there was a 
possibility of-an even greater crisis arising there. There were Societies better 
able to deal,with such practical questions than theirs. The situation would be 
dealt with by sympathisers throughout the Zionist organisation. He would not be 
guilty of a breach of confidence if he told them of a resolution adopted at a meet- 
ing held only a few weeks ago in London to see what could be done to cope with 
the present position of the movement and to deal with 


THE DISTRESS IN PALESTINE, 
It was the opinion of the meeting that it was not practicable nor expedient at the 
present time to arrange an international conference to deal with the situation ; but 
that it was most desirable that a Central Committee be formed in a neutral country . 
and that the support of Zionist societies be for the time being given to the Pro- 
visional Committee formedin America. . Proceeding, Mr. Bentwich, after reciting 
the English version of the 42nd Chapter of Isaiah, the Haphtorah of the 
previous day, said he wished to lay stress on this aspect of the 
Zionist ideal at the present time because they were removed at the 
moment from practical questions of Zionism which had to .be postponed, 
and they had to think much more of the ideal and spiritual aspect 
which was the basis and the main justification for the movement. What the 
world was wanting was this spiritual ideal, what it really felt in the present, 
Struggle was that there were principles much greater than the strivings after 
material prosperity which must in the end decide the great world movements. 
The movement in this twentieth century would be towards 
EMANCIPATION FOR THE SOUL AS WELL AS THE BOD’ 
of Jews. Mr. Bentwich quoted references recently made to the rights of small 
nationalities by Mr. Churchill, the Prime Minister, Mr. Lloyd George, and Lord 
Brvce ‘in the last two cases the references being to the Jewish nation) and to the 
compatibility of Zionism and British patriotism by the Chief Rabbi. If the cause 
of the little nation triumphed it was their own cause which triumphed too. In 
conclusion the speaker referred to Jews’ sympathies with Turkey and their hope 
that Turkey would not interfere inthe war. If it did (with the inevitable result that 
t would go under and England become paramount) then the chief interest of our 
people-in Ziomst activity of the future would bein the Zionists of English-speaking 
countries, and it was for that and other societies to be alive to the necessity of 
being prepared for the time when this large responsibility would come upon 
Enylish Zionists.
